Gold Coins Made 


By Croesus Found 


NEW YORK, June 15—The greatest 


discovery' in archaelogy in a decade 
was made known today by Dr. T. Les- 
lie Shear and archaeologists of Colum- 
bia University, in finding among the 
mins of the ancient city of Sardis, in 
Asia Minor, thirty gold coins which 
are said to have formed part of the 
fortune of King Croesus, the John D. 
Rockefeller of the era before Christ, 
and king of Lidia ascending the throne 
in 561 B. C. The coins are of pure 
gold, and some were so fresh in ap- 


i pearance that they evidently 
never 


had been in circulation. Tho others 
were worn. 
The coins are 
marked 


with the heads of a Lion and a Bull. 
They were found in an ancient tomb.

Keep tho affected parts free from In- 


fection by cleansing at least oncn a tiny 
with peroxide and water, half and half. 
or with hot water and pure castllc soap. 


A pleco of gauze. linen or muslin will 


protect against the entrance of dirt or 
other germs. This may bo gently ap- 
plied and kept In placo with a bandage. 


Never touch a wounded surfo/ls until 


your hands have been thoroughly washed 
with soap and an abundance of water. 
Unless thin care Is exorcloed the lin- 
gers or finger-nails may carry into the 
wound enough germs to cftuso destruc- 
tion of any amount of tissue. 


Let a wounded and bleeding surface 


be treated as n, Kacrml thing. This may
